BOSRD OF EDUCATION

VIEWS OF THE COMMISSIONERS IN OP-
POSITION TO THE BILL.

An Tmportant Intercst to the Com-
munliy—A Step in the Wrong Direc-
tlon—It Crentes Another Exacutive
Power In the Distriot,

The commissloners, In a letter ta Ulalr-
man Hemphill, of the Iouse District ap
propristions, say

House bill No, 0007, entitled abill 8o
ereate s board of education fn the District
of Columbla, and to presoribe It powaers
and dutfes,"” which was referrsd to ths
commiasionors by Euur oommiites, has
been carefully conal . No Interest Is
more lmporfant to the community, and
none more nearly relates to the happiness,

ood order, and proper moral slevation of

¢ people, than the educatlon of their
ehildren inthe public schools. This bel
the case, any proposiilon that works a radi-
cal change In the control and goveramant
of these echools demands the most serians
and !Illﬂll.l'lling scrutiny, The bill uadsr
consideratlon will revolutlonlzs the ad-
mintstration of this system of public educa-
tion st ﬁlreuul exlallnr_ In our community,
and will most serlously aflect the closast
and dearest [vterests of the peopla. Such
befog the ease, 1t I8 subenitted that 1t
ought not to become & law unless It ap-
pears plalnly snd  uomistakably that the
exiating law la s0 defective as 1o make a
chaoge for the better administeation of the
affalrs of the school absolutely necesmary.

Tue act of Jupe L1, 1879, entitled “An
act providiog a permavent form of govern.
erpment for the Distriet ot Columbia' way
Intended to creats & purely execitive form
of goverumsent for this Disteict, and ita
provisiona are so cloarly stated asto leave
no question as to this Intent. Cine of the
sprovisions looklng to this end ls the sbol-
shinent of the several bosrds, which, undes
the form of government exiating at the
date of Its passage, divided the exscutive
suthority and were elothed with some of
the powers properly Incldent to the full
exercise of such suthority. Inthls manoer
the board of pollce, the board of health, and
the board of echool trusteea were abollsnad
and the powers and duties exerclsed by
these boards respectively were transfarrel
to the commisioners, with authority to
employ such officers and agents aod to
adopt such provisions as might be necessary
In the exarcles of these powors,

With regard to the schools tha commis-
sloners were required to appoint brusteead
who were to  have the carc and manage-
ment of the schools, under the provisions
of law, subject, of course, Lo the executive
control, These trustces were to be nine-
teen In number, but were afterward raluced
to nine, Under the provisions of this act
since ts ensctment the schools have besn
aod are now conducted. It s proposed by
this bill to make a radieal chnnFa fothis
condition of thiogs, by re-establishing the
board of school truatees under the name of
the board of educstion; by taking away
from the commisslonors all executive au-
thority as to ths schools and by placlag
that executive suthority in the hands of
trustees lndependent of the commissioners

and responelble to no one, lesving to the
commlissloners, as fir as the schoogls are
concerned, the duty of keeplog the ac-

counts, certifying the vouchers tranamitted
tothem by the board. and algning the
checks upon which the snnual appropria-
tlov made for the support of tha
schools 1 dshursed.  Unquestionably
such & change ashould  ouly be
made {v response to an insurmonntable
necoealty far {t. The comumlsaloners are
satiafied that nosuch necasalty exlsts, Ao
time in thelr history were the schools to
better condition than they are Iu-ﬂu"r. and
overy Indioation polnts to Inorcasod unse-
fulness and excellence in the future. Thers
Is no general demand on the part of the
people for this change. Whatever loca!
ngitation there bea been on the subject bhas
been due to theoretical objections to the
present system, and not because that ays.
tem has been found practically defectiva or
Its adwinlstration o any way clinrgeabln
with Ipeficlency or abuses, while teackers
and, paraots bave, so far as the commls-
eloners have been able to learn, manifested
the most entire satlsfaction with the preg-
eu'l_muunremuul.

Lhe bill under conghleratidn propases ta
l.'rcll::l Ml comslstiog of twenty-four
membara to be selected from differgal seo-
tions or divislons of the Distriel. It was
found after the passage of the organte uet
that ninetesn, the number of Lrustees spacl-
fied by It, was too lurge, and Congress at
the Instance of the superintondent aad triis-
Lees themselves, who showed good rewsons
for the change, reduced thgoumber to nine.

The Increass of this number to twenty-
four will be o step In the wrong  dlrention.
And to select theso trustees from sactions,
thereby maklvg thew the representatives &
thelr sections, seemn to the commissionars
1o be a device destined to bring discora,
favoritism, nud strife In the affalrs of tha
schools iu & manner most serlous o thess
Interests.

The second section of the Lill fn 8o many
words places In the hands of this board the
exclusive mansgement of the schools and au-
thorizes It “to orin, control, and direct
all executlve dutles in coanection thare-
with.,"" No language could be devised that
more unmistakably creatés another gxecu-
tive power In this District than does this
urg‘lnlc not,

he other pnrmrarha In tols section con-
fer in detall upon this board all the powers

neceseary Lo the exerclse of the executive
control before placed in Ita haods and de-
prive the commissioners of the semblancs
even of powar {u respoect Lo the schools,

By the terms of the second section, oo,
the hoard created ure tomake contracts for
the purchuse of sites, the erection of bulll-
Ings, are to control all expendituces what-

It will be borne lo mind (0 this connec.
tion that the commissioners are requirad
to gliw bonds conditioned [n the faithful
dlsehuarge of thelr dutles as commlssloners,
which bonds are the security to which the
government looks for the proper dlabuosa.

Congress, as well for the schools as for
other purpodes, Should the bill becomes a
law It would seem to be only fust that the
offleers of the board of education, which
it creates, and to whom it euntrusta the
dlsbursement of the sppropriations men-
Hooed, should all of them be required to
give boods in the ssme manner as thecom-
miseloners, and that the commlssloners
should be relleved to Lhat extent

Bo fur us the commissioners are aware the
adminlatrative and economic reasons wilel
led to the abolition of the boards harelobe-
fore mentioped as fodependent munlelpal
departments would apply as foreibly now
an then, yob the tondenvy of the  precedent
the ennctment of thls bill woull establlsh
would be to excite nod encourage agliation
for the re-establlshmont of the boand ays-
tem for the managemaoent of ewr{ branch of
